iHc ui^c of the C^cnmhci\)g(l\]\ a De/ideratum in Anatomy, 
1 thought it worth my while to try, what light the cutting 
out of that pait, might. afford us, in a matter fo obfcuic : 
In my firft experiment of thiskind (which was in the Eaftcr-wcck 
J683J my hopes were foon defeated, by the death of the Dog, 
t AC days after the Operation ; but being more fuccefaful ina fe- 
cond attempt, 1 will now (according to your dcfirej give you an 
av.coiinrof it : 

ylp'il i6g3. 1 took a Bitch, of about a year old, and opcnd the 
Al'domen^ on the right fide, in the Regio Iliaca, psfiing my knife thro 
tlic Adiifcalus ohltque ajcendens-, and by the fide of the Mufctdus %e- 
ciw ; havTng found -the Cuctimy 1 immediatly put up the other gutts 
again into the Abdomen^ after which I fcparuted the C<«c»»; from 
the //f/i'w, carting the membrane which binds part of the former 
to the latter •, then, having made a ligature on the artery which 
comes to the decum, 1 made three, or four prick-fcams thro the 
fidcsofthcC^co/w, atthc farther end of it, where it iscontinued to 
xhc%rUHm, and by thus fowing the fides together, ftopt the pof- 
fagcof the Foecesi\\M way • after this 1 cutt off theCrfc«?» about iof 
an inch from the ftitchcs, and fowcd together the new made lips, 
cntringmy needle alwais on the infideand paffing itthrothc outer 
membrane, that fo the lips might the better touch cdgcwais, and 
glow together, the wounds being fowed up, and the Bitch tied 
away, milk is fct before hcr,of whichfhclapt a fmall quantity the 
next morning, and by degrees recovered, fo that inthrcc weeks 
fhc fccmcdaswclfascvcr ; in a' little time (running Up and down 
in the College) (Kc grew fat, and proud, and the* laft fummcr 
brought a litter of Whelps: In four moncths obfcrvation I could 
not perceive any fuch alteration in her, as might reafonably be im- 
puted to the lofs of the Cacum.

want, or fupply the place of the CuHm. 
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
